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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 109-121 are pending. Claims 1-108 have been cancelled in this 
communication filed 4/21/05 entered as Response After Non-Final Action. The IDS 
received 12/27/04 and 06/14/05 has been considered. 

2. The claim objections have been overcome by Applicants 1 cancellation of the 
claims and this objection is considered moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. • The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

4. Claims 110 and 11 5-1 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, 
as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 110 recites "... , wherein in said 
second retrieval step the plurality of pieces of the second information are extracted 
This limitation is not clear. Do Applicants' mean wherein the second retrieval step 
has a plurality of pieces of the second information that are extracted ...."? Claims 115- 
120 are not clear as to what kind of system is for providing information to a user. Do 
Applicants' mean a computer system, a communication system, or some other kind of 
system? 

The claim language of the claims appears to be a literal translation from a foreign 
application which makes the claim language very unclear for US practice. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

5. 35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 
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Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 
6. Claims 109-121 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 as non-statutory. The method 

claims 109-1 14 as presented do not claim a technological basis in the body of the claim. 

Claims 109-1 14 merely suggest technology in the body of the claim. Without a claimed 

basis, the claim may be interpreted in an alternative as involving no more than a 

manipulation of an abstract idea and therefore non-statutory under 35 U.S.C. 101 . In 

contrast, a method claim that includes in the body of the claim at least one 

structural/functional interrelationship which can only be computer implemented is 

considered to have a technological basis [See Ex parte Bowman, 61 USPQ2d 1669, 

1671 (Bd. Pat. App. & Inter. 2001) - used only for content and reasoning since not 

precedential]. 

Claims 1 15-120 need to identify the type of system and to have a computer 
readable medium which stores computer-executable program code in the body of the 
claim. 

Claim 121 suggests technology in the body of the claim and is also rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. 101 as non-statutory. Claim 121 recites "A computer-readable storage 
medium which stores computer-executable program code for providing information to a 
user, the program code comprising: an input step of inputting a code". This claim 
merely suggests technology. The claim needs a computer-readable storage medium or 
device in the body of the claim. A storage medium is not considered to be statutory 
unless the storage medium embodies program instructions to perform the steps that 
follow, comprising: (including) a computer readable storage medium embodying 
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instructions for the program code to perform an input step of inputting code otherwise 
the claim is considered to be simply code.
